TH MEDICI AL BILL. 
There will come before the Legislature 
this winter a bill to regulate the practice 
of medicine in Wisconsin which will 
doubtlecs create considerable discussion 
and interest. A bill worse thau this one. 
was introduced last winter, and it was 60 
obnoxious that it met with a swift death 
The bill which has been prepared by some 
of the members of the State Medical Socie­ 
ty, and which will be presented to the 
Legislature at its next session, is one which 
merits general condemnation. There is a 
selfish purpose in the bill and this is its 
prominent feature. It is to "weed out” 
the physicians, to limit the number, and 
to make the State Medical Society a aor 
of College from which doctors must obtain 
permission to practice. That the readers | His Reception and Speech 
of the Gazette may become acquainted 
with the chief points of the proposed mcd 
leal legislation, we wili state briefly the 
prominent provisions of the bill. 
1. The Governor within ten days after 
the first day of July, 1880, shall appoint 
seven persons to constitute a "State Board 
of Medical Examiners.” Each of the per­ 
sons must be a graduate of some medical 
college. 
2. The members of this new Board shall 
hold their offices for one, two, three, four, 
five, six, and seven years, from the date of 
their appointments. 
3. The eleventh section provides that 
from and alter the first day of January, 
1881, it shall be unlawful for any person to 
practice medicine or surgery in Wiscon­ 
sin, who shall not have first been duly 
licensed by tho Sfate Board of Medical 
Examiners. 
4. The twelfth section provides that a 
person who has not been graduated from a 
medical college in good standing, shall not 
be examined by the State Board, and there­ 
fore cannot practice in the State. 
5. That no person who shall come to 
this State lrom any other State with the 
intent to practice medicine or surgery, 
shall be permitted to enter into such prac­ 
tice unless by consent of the State Board 
of Medical Examiners, which shall exam­ 
ine bis diploma, then the candidate to see 
if he is duly and well qualified. The can­ 
didate, however, before he is examined, 
must pay the sam of $15 to the Society. 
If the State Board sees fit to pacs him, it can 
do so, otherwise not. If he fails the $15 is 
not returned to him. He may try again 
within one year after his first examination, 
but be must give the State Board $5 more 
for the privilege.

practice medicine 
first day oi January, ISSI, without being 
duly licensed by the State Board oi Medi­ 
cal Examiners, shall be deemed! criminal, 
and upon conviction shall be punished by 
a fine of sot less than $50 nor more than 
$500. or by punishment in the county jail 
of not less than thirty days nor more than 
one year. 
7. The twentieth section of the bill 
provides that every person shall be deemed 
to practice medicine within the meaning 
of the bill, who shall publicly profess to be 
a physician, or who shall for any compen* 
sation, prescribe or advise the use of med­ 
icine for the sick. Such a person must go 
before the State Board, pay his fifteen dol­ 
lars, and try an examination. 
This is a 
strike at druggists, aud a pretty severe 
one. According to the provisions of this 
section of the bill, they cannot sell a bottle 
of patent medicine or administer a pill. 
This is one of the outrageous provisions 
of this obnoxious bilL An attempt is made 
to 
prohibit a person 
by legislative 
enactment, from going to careinl druggist 
and purchasing a remedy which the pa­ 
tient fully believes will cure the ailment. 
Under this bill, which emulates from the 
Wisconsin Medical Society, a druggist 
would be guilty 
of a, misdemeanor, and 
would be judged a criminal, to tell a man 
that iiqua ammonia Is sometimes good tor a 
bead-ache 
o ra 
sprain. The (druggist 
would be liable to a fine, and even impris­ 
onment, to tell a poor costive creature that 
a cathartic would give him relief. 
There is another feature of this bill 
which is objectionable and which does no 
credit to the men who trained it. 
It pro­ 
hibits midwives from practicing in this 
State. The bill compels a poor man, who 
can not afford to hire a practicing physi­ 


cian , to employ a doctor which the State 
Board has pronounced com(»etent to do 
such work. To maay families in destitute 
circumstances, 
a skilful midwife ii a 
God-send, and to deprive the poor of her 
services would be a shameful act. 
This bill will not pass in its present 
shape. There is too much good sense in 
the Legislature to allow such diabolical 
provisions to go upon the statute books.

Hennch, not to be outdone, 
attempted the came exploit at another 
place. He was not so skillful as Johnson 
had been and was caught. Johnson had 
to sacrifice his spoil to save his confeder­ 
ate.

WANT AN EXODUS. 


W ashington, Dec. 15—Senator Fauu- 


Au old time detective, now dead and 
gone, conversing on the career of leading 
rogues he had Known, whose operations 
had depleted the strong boxes of banks or 
business houses, remarked once: “They’re 
all bound to succumb to inevitable fate at 
last. They go on for years noting iiHheir 
ill-gotten gains, splurging around with 
their last horses and their faster Women 
fighting tne tiger and making a big show, 
but they all come down to petty business 
at last, it they don’t die before they get 
into the Almshouse.” The sageness of this 
is strongly exemplified in tho career of 
rogue, Chauncey Johnson, now 57 yoars 
old, thirty years of which he bad passed 
in prison. In his day the king of sneak 
thieves, when he would have disdained to 
undertake an operation whcro the spoils 
would bo less than thousands, he has de­ 
scended the slippery grade, with the assis­ 
tance 
of 
the faro-table, until 
now 
when 
be is caught 
for till-tapping,' 
the 
stake 
beiog 
an insignificant 
$218. 
He has the reputation of having 
made bigger hauls as the champion sneak- 
thief than any other man in his lino. He 
is said to have been the companion of Dan 
Noble in the celebrated theft of $1,000,000 
in bonds from the office of Daniel Lord, the 
New York banker, some years ago. Bill 
Vosberg, who was in the Southwark Bank 
attempt, and criminals of that type were 
Johnsons allies. All his operations were 
carried out with amazing coolness and 
adroitness. Complete master of his coun­ 
tenance, he would enter a banking house 
aud steal the securities Irom a sate under 
tue very eyes of a dozen men. His oper­ 
ations were not confined to New York 
city, but Philadelphia was also a braoch 
field for his skill. His first appearance 
here was along in the o0s, when the great 
Barnum was coaching Jenny Lind in her 
concert tour. Bhe was singing at the Chest­ 
nut Street Theatre. 
Detective George 
Callahan, whose keen eye for crooked 
characters is even now in nowise dimmed, 
though the frosts of seventy winters have* 
passed over ht9 head, “spotted” Johnson, 
who wa9 walking up and down before the 
theatre. 
Tho detective tc ok him Into 
custody as a suspicious individual, but such 
strong vouchers for Johnson’s character 
were produced that ho was released. 
But 
the detective 
treasured tho counten­ 
ance tor future emergencies. Not long 
afterwards Johnson turned up in two big 
robberies in New York, ;ono a boxful of 
securities irom Love joy ’a hotel and the 
other a $33,000 affair. He was secluded 
in Bing Bing for five years on one of these. 
la November, 1802, Johnson, who was now 
on the top rounds of his professional lad­ 
der, trusting that time had obliterated his 
physiognomy from Callahan’s memory, 
paid his respects to Philadelphia again. 
A $60 OOO THEFT. 
At that time tho Philadelphia Bank at 
Fourth and Chestnut streets, was the de. 
pository for the boxes in which the Third 
street brokers kept their cash and securi­ 
ties. This prince of sneak thieves walked 
in one morning as familiarly as though he 
had been accustomed to doing that sort of 
thing tor years, took off his cap and pock­ 
eted it unobserved. With a pen behind 
his ear, and with all the manner or a bank­ 
er’s clerk, he walked quickly to the large 
safe where the boxes were stowed, singled 
•ut that belonging to Hacker & Lee, a 
Walnut street firm, containing $60,COO. 
lucked It under his arm and walked off 
without challenge. 
The firm inserted an 
advertisement, offering a reward of $100 
for the return of the papers and promising 
immunity to the thieves. In a day or two 
the firm informed Detective Callahan that 
they had secured their papers again and in 
a singular way. A lawyer had called upon 
them who said a client of his had instruct­ 
ed him to negotiate if the conditions of 
promised immunity were not violated. The 
banker described his socalled legal friend. 
The detective laughed and exclaimed: 
“That’s Chauncey Jib:so j.w 
He started 
out to find him aad did 9ecaru him, al­ 
though several years had elapsed since tne 
Chestnut Street Theatre encounter. John­ 
son did not recognize the detective. 
The 
Walnut street firm were soon afterwards 
assured that the detective was right when 
ne guessed that Johnson aad the lawyer 
who negotiated the return of their papers 
were one aod the same person. 
The firm 
did not prosecute the case aud Johnson 
was at liberty again. 
He walked straight 
down to Third street and into the Bank of 
North 
America on 
November 
17, 
1802, Inserted a wire through tho railing 
aud dragged u $1,090 roll of greenbacks 
towards him, but not quick enough to es­ 
cape tho cashier a sharp eye.

But in 
nearly all tho churches there are low- 
priced pews. lf these are behind great 
stone or plastered columns, through which 
or ar jund which the occupants haye to 
look to get a view of the minister, they are 
not worth having at any price. A man 
ought not to expect a ten dollar pew to be 
as good as a bye hundred dollar one. If a 
man will count up bls church expenses in 
comparison with what he spends tor the 
entertainment of his family in other direc­ 
tions he will seldom grumble over the 
costliness of tho church. Perhaps the Bo­ 
rnan Catholic Church ha9 more nearly than 
any other solved tho problem cf church at 
tendance. In the churches of this faith we 
sec the rich and tho poor mingling to­ 
gether, realizing that “the Lord is tho 
m&Ker of them ail/’ There is room In the 
churches generally for far more people 
than usually attend. Some who stay at 
home nearly all tho time have very little 
idea how welcome they would be made lf 
they would only try the experiment of at­ 
tending church.

THE OfiUEOH PROBLEM. 


ro o 
W h at Cab be D one to %X a k e th e 
pie LUX to C hurch- 
Ik'lidelph a Time*. 
The church going season is cow at its 
fall height. This is tne time of year that 
people go to church if .they ever go at all. 
Thousands who do not attend church 
either in summer or the early fall, begin 
to go regularly when the winter clothing 
is bought and when they realize that win­ 
ter has fully set in. And yet loud com­ 
plaining arises from many quarters that 
church going is not what it used to be. 
The tailing oil is seen especially In the 
cities, and more notably among the ex­ 
pensive churches. The problem of filling 
these churches is greatly exercising the 
m inis of their managers. 
The ministers 
are as earnest and as eloquent as they eyer 
were, and the working members of the 
church seem quite as assidicus in their 
attentions to strangers as of old. 
N ot­ 
withstanding this there are many costly 
churches whose ministers address congre* 
gations which do not half HU the places 
provided lor«tbcm. 
A lively debate is now going on in all 
the denominations concerning this import­ 
ant matter. Eminent men have hobbies 
on the subject and 
these bobbies are 
mounted and ridden into the arena of dis­ 
cussion. One doctor of d im ity of pro­ 
found learning and stately mien thinks 
that sufficient attention is not paid to the 
doctrines, 
lie insists that if pastors gen­ 
erally were more urgent in the frequent i 
treatment c f tin.se the congregations would I 
be larger. Another claims that iv is the 
preaching of the doctrines that keeps so 
many people away. One preacher of aes­ 
thetic taste wants more churchly service 
and thinks the people will be attracted by 
rich decorations and robes and an elab­ 
orate service lull of symbolism an i elegant 
emblems. His opponent regards ritualism 
as of the deyil, and wants a service as plain 
as that oi the Society of Friends. 
One 
church tries to attract the multitude by the 
reputation of the quartet choir, and espec * 
tally by allowing tne far and wide procla­ 
mation of the fact that the soprano re 
ceivesten or twelve hundred dollars a 
year. The advocates of less ornate musi­ 
cal apparatus say that this sort of thing 
keeps sinners from being saved. 
They fill 
broad platform with a gigantic chorus 
choir, which sounds forth with deafening 
volume of trumpet tones the praises of the 
Almighty. Another variety of manage­ 
ment puts much of its strength into the 
Wednesday evening 
prayer 
meetings, 
which it calls the spiritual thermometer 
of the church. Some of the brethren are 
much edified by this meeting, hut cases are 
rare in which any weak night meeting 
attracts more than one-sixth as many as 
those 
who 
attend 
church 
on Sun­ 
day. 
Many 
pasters 
add 
to 
their pulpit efiorts a vigorous visitation 
of the people. In some cases this works 
well. It is largely going cut of fashion in 
the more stately churches. 
The pastoral 
visit of olden days is a thing of the past 
When the minister calls cow -a -days, it is 
in the ordinary social way and not with 
particular reference to religious conversa­ 
tion, except in cases of sickness, where he 
has been specially sent for. Borne churches, 
failing to attract people to their costly ed­ 
ifices, have built mUsion chapels at reason­ 
able distance, among the poorer classes. 
The advocates of this class of church woxk 
reason that persons in comfortable circum­ 
stances do not want to parade their inferior 
clothing where it will contrast unfavorably 
with the gorgeous apparel of tneir more 
favored neighbors. In many cases the mis­ 
sion chapel outstrips 
the fashionable 
church which builds and supports it. The 
common mistake is to get a cheap man to 
preach dull sermons to the mission people. 
They need as good a man as the fashion­ 
able haye. A different style ot man, per- 
hips, yet none the less eloquent or godly 
or industrious or magnetic. 
Perhaps one of the greatest difficulties lr. 
the way of church-going is the idea that 
some people have of its great expensive­ 
ness. And it is true that In some of the 
more elegant churches it ii too costly* It 


received from 
Maj E M Hamilton, of New York, a val­ 
uable addition to his cabinet, consisting of 
about filly specimens of ores.

Asylum Sidles Testing: rn Machine-A 
Veteran Editor'* H ager. 
I lie experiment of making the deaf to 
hear and the mute to speak was tried on 
Monday at the Pennaylyama Institution 
lor the Deaf and Dumb, by Mr. Richard 
6. Rhodes, ot Chicago, who. having ioug 
experienced the privation of Infirm audi­ 
tory organs, invented a carbon disc, the 
testing of which as a conductor ot sound 
was the object of Monday’s trial. Thole 
who came to see how the new invention 
Wculd work were welcomed by the super­ 
intendent and accommodated with chairs 
in the ample parlors of the institution. 
Among those preseat were E. Mortimer 
Lewis, David P. Brown, and George P. 
Kim bali. Not a few of the interested aud* 
Hora were enabled to follow the proceed­ 
ings by means of audiphones, end all such 
Cheerfully added their testimony to the 
great amelioration of what was in some 
cases almost total deafness of many yeari 
standing. The apparatus for the experi­ 
ments consisted o( a graud piano and sev­ 
eral audiphones. Tne new invention con­ 
sists of a vulcanite due of say eight by ten 
inches, attached to wnich is a handle, 
which gives it much the appearance of 
a fan. The material 
is 
very flexi­ 
ble, and silken cords on its lower sid«, 
fastened to the upper end and coneen ira - 
fug at me inutile, serve to b u l It to klj 
desirable degree. 
The vibration of ILC 
iLSirument, which conveys the sound to 
me vuaitory nerves by contact with tLe 
teem, is increased in intensity In porpor- 
iion to the degree to wnich the audiphone 
>s bent. A clamp serves to secure the 
string at the desired point. 
Mr Rhodes, 
the inventor, remarked introductory that 
only those whose auditory nerve was not 
wholly dead could be bene Ii to J 
V ery 
r< w, however, eveo of those born deaf, are 
totally without sense 
of sound; hence 
a early ail of tnose educated in the asylum 
may be taught to speak, inasmuch as their 
dumbness is owing solely to their want ol 
ast; ut the organs of t-peecb. 
Miss Ida Brook was first experimented

The superintendent fat J that she 
could hear very loud sounds la favorable 
^tallier without mtCuauiCAl assistance. 
dr Rhodes, sumdiuy where his lips could 
not be seen, spoke at the top of his voice 
iwice, but Miss Brook did not betray tne 
Uiotest sign of having heard.

Were heard by her, as her pleased exprc.- 
aion showed, tibe also heard single notes 
sounded on the piauo up to ten feet dis­ 
tance, beyond which she seemed Dot to 
near.

Catharme Lewis, sixteen years old and 
born deal, has some lite in the auditory 
uerve ot her leit ear.

The next presented was the third scene 
of the same act, it being the bond scene, in 
which Shylock, represented by Dr. M. A. 
Newman, Bassanio, by C. W. Baker, and 
Antonio, by C. A. Stearns, were brought 
out. 
Then followed the casket scene, it being 
the second cf the third act. In this Baa- 
samo, Portia, and Nerissa were presented, 
as in the previous ones, and Gratiano was 
Introduced, the part being taken by E. 
McGowan. In this scene Seth Cushman 
represented Salerio. 
The latter part of the first scene of the 
third act was brought in next, in which 
Tubal,by C. VV. Baker, tells Shylock of his 
daughter’s doings, and the ill fortune of 
Antonio. 
The whole of the fourth act was given, 
it beiog the trial scene. 
Rev. Mr. Jones 
presided as the Duke, aud the only other 
changes in character was that of Portia, 
which was here taken by Miss Dolly P at­ 
ten, and the few lines of Salarino and bal­ 
anic, were given by Seth Cushman. 
The last act was also given in full, it 
being the night scene on the avenue lead­ 
ing to Portia’s house. 
Lorenzo was taken 
by Dr. Newman, and Jessica by Miss Flora 
Smith, Miss Dolly Patten continuing as 
Portia, and the other characters remaining 
unchanged, the lines belonging to Steph- 
ano and L ancelot being given by voices 
in the wings. 
The costumes were in lull keeping with 
tho characters, having been taken from a 
professional wardrobe, and in scenic effect 
and properties, there w&9 little lacking for 
such a presentation of the play as was un­ 
dertaken. 
The parts were well taken, and the lines 
moved off smoothly, there being little 
prompting or awkward hesitation. The
